The Lee Co unty Lighting co mpany 
will bo prepared to furnish gas to co n­ 
sumers in abo ut o ne mo nth’s time 
stated Mr. Higgins In an interview to ­ 
day. The gas will he made fro m a 
Pennsylvania co al especially adapted 
fo r the purpo se and ¡the big plant o f 
the co mpany is 
almo st 
ready 
to 
co mmence 
its 
manufacture.

visit to the plant, lo cated 
between 
the switch track and the river and ad­ 
jo ining the o ld athletic park o n the 
east, affo rds an o ppo rtunity to inspect 
o ne o f the best o f its kind in the state. 
Superintendent W. L. Po wers Is in 
charge and is very co urteo us in ex­ 
plaining the o peratio n o f the vario us 
apparatus. 
Mr. Po wers mo ved 
his 
family here last year fro m Eau Claire, 
Wis., and they are lo cated at the co r­ 
ner o f Seco nd street and Mo nro e ave­ 
nue. 
He will act as superintendent o f 
the plant after it is in o peratio n, hav­ 
ing had charge o f the wo rk o f instal­ 
latio n, etc. 
The gas will be manufactured by 
the pro cess kno wn as destructive dis 
Dilatio n. 
'The co al is first co nveyed 
to the reto rt ro o m where it is placed 
in reto rts arranged in three benches 
o i sixes. 
I’he co al is baked in the re­ 
to rts until the gas is extracted, leav­ 
ing (Hike as a residue. 
The gas passes 
fro m the reto rts to the exhausters 
where it g oes thro ugh the tar extract­ 
o rs, nex t to the co ndenser, then t.o 
scrubbers next to the washers, then 
to the. purifier, where ammo nia and 
several mino r acids are 
extracted. 
The gas next go es into the statio n 
meter where the number o f cubic feet j 
manufacture'! is measured and regist­ 
ered, and thence into the gas meter o r 
ho lder, then back thro ugh the street 
to the go verno r. 
The latter keeps the 
pressure unifo rm so that there is a 
co nstant feed at the required pressure. 
There are yet to be laid live o r six 
miles o f mains, which will be do ne as 
so o n as the gro und is in lit co nditio n 
in the spring.

Mr. Griffith ;s one of the best story 
tellers it has ever been out pleasure to 
listen to: and he told the story of 
Macbeth in an easy 
conversational 
manner, which made it intensely in­ 
teresting, interspersing the narrative 
with a running analysis of the char­ 
acters 
and 
anecdotes 
of 
the 
actors 
who have best represented 
them. 
He [regarded the play of 
Macbeth as the greatest and most 
powerful of Shakespeare's 
dramas. 
The story is a simple one in its way, 
and yet very complicated, and the in­ 
terpretations of the principal charact­ 
ers differ very widely. The best ex­ 
ponent of Macbeth was Charles Mac- 
ready an English actor, whose only 
rival was Edwin Forrest. 
In 
1M0 
b th these men played t lie character 
in rival New York theaters, and so 
strong was the antagonistic feeling 
tha t riot ensued and Maeready had to 
sail back to England to save his life. 
When, at tbe age of eignty, Maeready 
was found still studying the charact­ 
er he had so successfully represented 
all his life, he said he was but just be­ 
ginning to learn it in 
its 
inmost 
depths. The character of Lady Mac­ 
beth nas been essayed by many, most 
successfully, perhaps, by Mih Siddons 
and Charlotte Cushman. 
The speaker’s conception of Mao* 
beth’s character was somewhat differ­ 
ent from that frequently given, 
He 
has been represented as rat her weak 
ban wicked,easily led by his wife, who 
by some is regarded as the st ronger 
character of the two. 
Not so. 
Mac­ 
beth is as wicked as his wife and cap 
able of a more sustained course of 
crime: but he is rendered coward by 
his conscience, and in this lies the 
power 
of 
the 
play. 
Macbeth 
was a 
murderer 
in 
thought 
long 
before the persuasive power of his 
wife 
influenced his murderous deed. 
Lady Macbeth was capable ot one 
great crime, but her mind gave way 
under the accumulated murders con 
ceived and perpetrated by her tius 
band. 
Following the story 
of Macbeth, 
Mr. Griffith gave a sketch of the 
career of Edmund Keene, whom he 
declared to be the greatest genius in 
the dramatic world. 
A foundling of 
unknown parentage, left on the stage 
of an English theatre when about four 
months old brought up by the janitor 
who gave his own name to t he child 
small and insignificant in appearance, 
never measuring more than live feet 
three inches; puny, intensely nervous, 
poor, unknown; his caeeer was one o 
the greatest contrasts ever presented 
in the life of an individual, and shows 
what can he accomplished by persist­ 
ent appiicaLou and indomitable will. 
Richard 111. 
was Keene’s greatest 
play. 
While playing a starving e n ­ 
gagement with a company of strolling 
actors in a country barn, lie was seen 
and appreciated by Abbott, manager 
of Drury Lane theatre, who induced 
him to come to London. 
He for a 
time nearly starved,land was obliged 
to steal food for his suffering wife and 
child, 
Ilis first play in Drury L a n e - 
“ Shylock” —given to a small company 
of the best dramatic critics and mem­
